Service 
Marks Gen. 
Webb Statue levelling: 
New York 
State’s tribute to Major General 
Alexander Stew art Webb, who com­ 
manded the “Philadelphia Brigade” 
at the Bloody Angle on the Third 
Day of the Battle of G ettysburg, 
was unveiled with impressive cer­ 
emonies Tuesday afternoon. A rep­ 
resentative crowd of the Empire 
State 
Executive 
body, 
prom inent 
G rand Army veterans and several 
hundred .citizens of Gettysburg and 
vicinity were present. 
Colonel Louis R Stegman, chair­ 
man of the New' York M onuments 
Commission, was m aster of cere­ 
monies. 
As Battery E fired a salute, the 
rope that held the flag draping the 
statue of G eneral Webb was pulled 
by his granddaughter, Miss Anne 
R. Alexandre. The unveiling was 
followed by the address of General 
Charles S W hitm an. 
General Horatio C. King read a 
poem. “G ettysburg” of his own com­ 
position and following him General 
Jam es W. Latta, of Philadelphia, 
delivered the address of the day. 
Perhaps the most impressive talk 
of the day was that of Colonel An­

We should never eat when tired or worried, or when in a hurry. 
And, if 
possible, we should never eat alone.

oughly. 
And if there is a disturbed mind during the process, then th at 
disturbance effects every m inute of one’s digestive hours. 
Our bodies are chemical combinations. Therefore, the food which we 
eat must satisfy this combination. If the selection is bad, and if one food 
fights against another food taken at tile same time, there is trouble. 
Some day people are going to be as careful about the sort of food 
they take into their stom ach as they are about what they feed to a high 
bred horse, or the way they select m aterials for a great building which 
they hope shall stand for a hundred years or more. 
Right eating and the proper combinations and values of the various 
foods, should be a part of one s education.
